A storm of protest followed the 


action of the State seafood Commission 
last week when 


they set the dividing 


line of fresh and salt water fishing areas 


along the coast at the south boundary 
of US Highway 90. 


The new ruling, which goes into ef- 


fect August 1, would require persons 


fishing from bridges along the highway 
or in the Bay of St. Louis above the 
bridge to comply with fresa 
fishing regulations. 

City officials, local organizations in- 
cluding the Chamber of Commerce and 
vi American Legion, and various civic 
waders feel that the new ruling will 
have a detrimental effect on the com- 
munity. It was pointed out that such 
3 ruling would lead to adverse public- 
ity and would result in the loss of 
gsod will, especially amoung out-of-town 
visitors who chiefly come froin Louis- 


water 


iana and would need a non-resident 
fishing permit to fish from the bridge 
or the upper end of the Bay of St. 
Louis. 


City Commissioner Sylvan J. Ladner 


told the EAGLE yesterday that the 
city would ‘protest vigorously’ the 
new boundary line. They will ask 


that the line be extended to the end of 
the seawall north to ihhhnoofN. 
seawall at the north end of the Bay 
to the mouth of the Jordan River. 

The local American Legion, which 
has officially filed a protest to the 
action, said they had taken the action 
because they felt “the setting of the 
freshwater line at that point would be 
detrimental to the best interests of 
the community.” k 

In a statement to the EAGLE yes- 
terday, the Legion public relations of- 
ficer said: 

“Is is not our intention to reflect 
on the integrity of any member of 
either the Mississippi Seafood Commis- 
sion or the State Game and Fish Com- 
mission in the setting of this line. Ap- 
parently the Commissions had good 
reasons for their actions. However, we 
feel that the setting of the line at 
that point can lead to much adverse 
publicity for the community and do 
much to shatter the good will we have 


helped to establish in recent months. 
“...The Legion has been engaged 
in efforts to promote Bay St. Louis 


and Hancock County through a series 
of events designed to gain good pub- 
licity for the community. The suc- 
cess of this was shown by the 
tremendous influx of out-of-town 
visitors in Hancock County during the 


Fourth of July weekend. 
“No matter how widely advertised, 
visitors will naturally assume that the 


waters at the bridge are saltwater and 
therefore open to free fishing by them,” 
the public relations officer continued. 
“The visitors will be required to buy 
a license or be subjected to a fine 
for fishing in what is actually saltwater, 

“There will be much wailing and 
howling by these unlucky victims. 
Bay St. Louis and Hancock County will 
suffer from the adverse publicity from 


these visitors...” 

“Our own people will be required 
to have a fishing license in order to 
fish with plugs or lures from the high- 
way bridge. This is unthinkable, when 
it is su readily apparent to all that no 
freshwater fish are found south of the 
north end of the seawall.”

Ranger Jack Kirby, Homochitto 
National Forest, reported to the Com- 
mittee that he found 198 beetle spots 
on an aerial fhght made Monday, 
June 21, and Entomologist John F. 
Coyne, Gulfport, reported similar in- 
creases in beetle activity from ground 
surveys. C. B. Marlin, Mississippi 
Forestry Commission, reported that 20 
; beetle infestations were found on 
flight made by the Mississippi Forestry 
į Commission in cuvperation with Crosby 
Lumber and Manufacturing Company 
on June 14. All spots reported were 
small, ranging from a single tree to 
1/4 mile in size. The attacks occur 
in the old epidemic area which con- 
sists of Amite, Wilkinson, Franklin, 
Adams, Lincoln, Jefferson, Claiborne, 
Copiah and Hinds Counties. 

“This is the time of year when the 
beetles increase in number at the most 
rapid rate and the build-up in beetles, 
desgribed as worse last year, but 
not as bad as 1952, calls for the ap- 
Plication of prompt and effective con- 
trol measures,” Marlin said. 

Landowenrs in the pine beetle epi- 
demic area of Southwest Mississippi 
are encouraged to check their pine 
stands for beetle attacks. Infestations 
that are found should be reported to 
either Mr. H. G. Williams, Mississippi 
Forestry Commission, Centerville, Miss; 
District Forester Robert E. Drexler, 
Mississippi Forestry Commission, Brook- 
haven; or their local Area Forester 
so that advice and assistance can be 
made available for controlling the in- 
festtions. 

“However, landowners should not 
be alarmed and sell their timber, mere- 
ly because of the build-up in beetle 
attacks,” Marlin continued. 

Control by spraying and salvage has 
continually been in operation by the 
Mississippi Forestry Commission, US 
Forest Service and Industry in the 
epidemic area and is being augmented. 
Eight control crews of 3 men each are 
already in operation. Six US Forest 
Service Crews are working on small 
private holdings, and Crosby Lumber 
and Manufacturing Company has a 
crew working on their lands.
